4000 Foot, and 4000 Horfe. Our Viceroy, the 
Marquis de Bedmar, waits only for the Arrival of 
the Marquis de los Balbafes, to go to Rome, and 
thence to Madrid : He has fet Men to Work to re- 

air the Fortifications of this City towards the 
Land, and the Forts in the Harbour. The Troops 
we have in this Kingdom confift of but 6000 Men, 
who are all quarter’d in this Town, Cifalu, Patti, 
Meffina, Augufta, and the Caftle of Siracufa. 

From the Leiden Gazette, dated Aug. 19. 

Naples, July 26. The Deputies of our Magiftrates 
and Citizens went the oiher Day to the Royal Pa- 
lace, and there took the Oath of Fidelity to King 
Charles III. with the ufual Formalitics, in the Pre- 
fence of Count Martinitz, our new Viceroy : And 
the Great Council of this City has refolv'd to make 
his Majefty a Free Gift of 350000 Ducats ; 50000 
of them to be paid forthwith, and the reft at feveral 
Terms. The Reduction of our Caftles having fetled 
this City in full Tranquility, thofe of the Nobility 
and others that retird towards Sorviento and o- 
ther Parts are almoft all come back hither. The 
23d of this Month a Placard wes publith'd in the 
Name of his Excellency, enjoyning all the French, 


who are fetled here, to deparc the Kingdom» 


forthwith, and ftrictly forbidding the coming of 


Merchant-fhips of that Nation for the future to traf- » 


fick in our Ports, and the Subjects of this Kingdom 
to hold any Correfpondence with thofe of Pence.

A good Number of heavy Cannon are embark’d here, 
to be employ’d in the Siege of Gaeta; which, fome 
fay, will foon be form’d : But others are of Opinion, 
the Imperialifts will wait for a Squadron of the con- 
federate Fleer, which Count Taun has defir'd of Ad- 
miral Shovel, to block up the Place by Sea, while 
‘tis attack’d by Land. Mean while the Garrifon 
feem refolv’d to defend themfelves ro the laft Ex- 
tremity : And fome Days ago they made a vigorous 
Sally, and carried off Prifoners feveral Men of the 
Imperial Troops that lye before the Place. To Day, 
being the Anniverfary of the Emperour’s Birth-day, 
Te Deum was fang in the Chappel of the Royal 
Palace, in the Prefence of the Viceroy, and of all 
the Nobility, and the Cannon of our Caftles were 
atthe {ame time difcharg’d. 
Letters from Leghorne of the 3oth of July advife, 
thar the 27th an Englifh Veffel arriv’d there, to rake 
in tooo Sacks of Meal, for the Ule of the confede- 
rate Fleer, which fhe had lefc at the Iflands of Hieres.

Mar)borough having refoly’d,in Concert with the 
Deputies of the States General and Monfieur d’Auver- — 
querque, to march towards Genap, from whence 
we might with lefs Difadvantage attack the Enemy 
in their Camp at Gemblours ; The Difpokrion was 
accordingly made for the Army to pafs the Dyle ar 
the Abby of Florival, and late in the Evening Or- 
ders were given for the March of the Baggage to- 
wards Bruffels. 

The soth in the Morning the Artillery was ordered 
to march and pafs the Dyle ar St. Jorifweert. 

About 3 in the Afternoon the Duke of Wirtem- 
berg march’d with 14 Squadrons to Pieterbais, with 
Orders to ftay there till Morning, tg obferve the 
Enemy ; and afterwards to make our Rear Guard. 

About 4 all the Army was in Motion, and accord- 
ing to. the Difpofition that had been made _paft 
the Dyle ac Florival, and was the 11th at Break of 
Day on the Hauteur of Wavre, where we made 
a fhort Halt, and then continued our March towards 
Genap 5 
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Genap ; where the whole Army and the Artillery 
arriv' in the Evening, having made a March of 7 
Leagues. 

H-re we bad an Account that the Enemy upon 
the News ot :i2 Duke of Wirtemberg’s advancing 
sich his Detachment co Pieterbais, and that our 
Army wat matchd, were exuenely alarm’d ; that 
chew roops were immediaccly order'd to their 
Arms, ana cacy cut down feveral Trees in the 
aad Paffages thar led to their Camp, ha- 
ving no certain Information which Wags we were 
goue till Muinight, when they began their March 
with poilidle hatte cowards the Pieton. 

fhe 12th early in the Morning, we had Notice 
the Enemy had continued their March all the Day 
before, and making only a shore Halt had march’d 
again about Midnight. 

Ac to we had certain Advice, that they were 
encacap’d wich their Left at Senetfe, their Right 
near the Chappel of Harlemont, and the River 
Picton before them ; upon which his Grace refolv’d 
ro marcy co Nivelie in order to atrack thei 5 which 
by Reafon of our Army’s coming late to their 
Ground, could not poilibly be done before the next 
Day : bet in the mean time Count Tilly 
General of che Dutch Horfe, with the Earl of 
Aibemarle and Monfieur de Scholren Lieutenant 
Generals, were order'd wich 40 Squadrons and 5000 
Grenadiers to polit tbhemieives between the two 
Armies, and approach the Enemy fo as in Cafe they 
march’ to fail upon cheir Rear, and thereby give 
Time ro our Army to come vp. But aifuon as 
the Enemy perceiv'd we were at Niveile, they made 
their Difpoficion for marching off, and when it be- 
gaato grow dak retic’d without Sound of Trampec 
or-Beat of Drum in great Confufion. Count Tilly 
foillow’d. them at Break of Day, and having over- 
taken their Rear Guard beyond Seneffe, confifting 
of $ Battailions with the Picket of their wholc 
Foor, and 12 Squadrons, charg’d them aad path'd 


them as faras the Plains of Marienmone ; their Ar-' 


my in the mean time haftning their March, leaving 
their Rear Guard to retreat as they could. 

Count Lottum with the Lieutenant Generals Fa- 
gel and Dopff were order’d with 20 Batrallions and 
30 Squadrons to futtain Count Tilly, and the whole 
Army was in a Readynefs to follow ; but as this 
laft Detachment was advanc'd almoft to Seneffe, 
Count Tilly fent word he wis returning, the Enemy 
going of fo very faft that twas not poifible for him 
to engage them. 

Tuey continued to retire jn this Hafte and Dif- 
order as far as Sr. Denis and Caftiaux near Mony, 
where they lay on their Arms all Nighr, and early 
the next Morning prefs'd on their March ia the fame
